Floats,  bands,  balloons,  a  grand  marshall,  a  fire  engine,  an 
alunnni  Kazoo  band  and  lots  of  people  were  the  highlights  of 
the  morning  parade.  Saturday  Oct.  27  at  1 1:00  ann  approxi- 
nnately  25  entries  started  down  Faculty  Street  and  concluded 

at  the  end  of  Memorial  Parkway. 
The  theme  "Never  Forgetting, 
Always  Remembering"  was  re- 
flected in  each  of  the  dorm  floats. 
The  enthusiasm  and  participation 
of  Club  Clef  earned  them  1st 
place  and  a  $100.00  cash  prize. 
A  new  tradition  was  started 
with  Ethel  Byers  as  first  grand 
marshall  of  the  homecoming  pa- 
rade. 

The  combined  efforts  of  Diane 
Timmons,  Owen  Nostrant  and 
the  Freshman  class  shed  new 
light  on  an  old  tradition.

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What's  The 
Score? 

The  sky  was  blue,  the  field  was  green,  and  the  crowd  was 
large.  Well  over  1,800  people  witnessed  the  Homecoming 
Game  on  October  27,  1984. 

Although  the  Kingsmen  would  eventually  drop  the  contest 
to  the  Matadors  of  Cal  State  Northridge  in  a  hard  fought 
battle,  the  crowd  started  the  day  off  with  tremendous  pride. 

Things  looked  dim  for  the  Kingsmen,  as  the  Matadors 
scored  in  the  first  half.  With  10:24  left  on  the  clock,  CSUN  held 
a  7-0  lead,  a  result  of  a  Mike  Kane  2-yard  touchdown  run.  The 
Kingsmen  came  back,  as  Joe  Fuca  caught  a  33-yard  pass 
from  freshman  quarterback  Tom  Bonds  with  just  over  one 
minute  left  to  halftime,  evening  the  score  at  7. 

The  fans  were  wild.  The  papers  had  predicted  the  Kingsmen 
to  lose  by  fourteen  points,  and  they  were  tied  at  the  half. 
Things  began  to  look  bright  for  Coach  Bob  Shoup  and  crew. 
But  the  Matadors  continues  to  push  on,  taking  a  14-7  lead 
early  in  the  fourth  quarter  when  freshman  quarterback  Tim 
Rapp  scored  from  3-yards  out.  Senior  Bryan  Wagner,  who 
kicked  at  Cal  Lutheran  for  his  freshman  season,  hit  a  52-yard 
field  goal  to  stretch  the  Matador  lead  to  17-7. 

"We  need  to  score  now,"  Shoup  yelled  to  his  quarterback 
Bonds  with  less  than  four  minutes  left  in  the  game.  "If  we 
don't  get  something  on  the  board  soon,  we'll  never  get 
points." 

Bonds  responded,  as  he  hit  Fuca  for  an  80-yard  touchdown 


with  just  3:26  left  in  the  contest.  Vic  Wilson  connected  with 
Denham  Leftwich  in  the  endzone  for  the  two  point  conversion 
to  make  the  score  17-15. 

The  crowd  was  wild.  People  were  on  their  feet  as  Joe 
Haynoski  kicked  off  for  CLC.  The  ball  traveled  end-over-end 
past  the  goal  line,  giving  CSUN  the  ball  at  the  20  yard  line. 
From  there  the  Kingsmen  defense  went  to  work,  holding  the 
Matadors  at  the  20  for  the  entire  set  of  downs.  The  stadium 
quieted  as  the  Kingsmen  received  the  ball. 

Bonds,  who  became  an  instant  hero  for  his  efforts  in  the 
contest  hit  wide  receiver  Greg  Harris  for  a  23-yard  pick-up.  He 
dumped  the  ball  off  to  Noel  Hicks  for  a  two  yard  gain,  but 
CSUN's  defense  tightened  up.  They  held  Bonds  on  the  next 
play,  and  forced  an  incomplete  pass  on  third  and  10.  CLC 
could  only  hope  for  a  desperation  play  to  pull  the  game  out, 
and  Bonds  gave  it  his  best,  putting  up  a  60  yard  pass  that  was 
intercepted  by  a  Matador  defender.  The  crowd  sighed,  but 
gave  the  Kingsmen  a  hand  as  they  trotted  off  the  field. 

"I  wanted  this  win  bad,"  Bonds  said  after  the  game.  "It 
would  have  been  so  nice  to  beat  them.  This  has  become  a 
rivalry  in  the  Valley,  and  I  know  next  year  we'll  get  them." 

Bonds  ended  the  afternoon  with  one  of  his  best  outings  of 
the  season,  completing  10  of  15  passes  for  221  yards  and  two 
touchdowns.  Fuca  ended  with  six  receptions  for  157  yards 
and  two  TD  grabs,  all  in  a  days  work  for  the  sophomore 
speedster. 

"I  am  proud  of  the  way  we  played  them."  Shoup  concluded 
of  the  contest.  "They  are  probably  the  toughest  team  we'll 
see  this  season.  We  played  them  close  to  the  end,  and  I'm 
pleased  with  the  performance.  It  would  have  been  a  more 
pleasant  Homecoming  had  we  won,  but  I  feel  the  fans  got  to 
see  top  notch  football  today.  It's  just  tough  to  play  a  school 
like  Northridge  on  Homecoming  and  expect  to  win.  We  played 
well,  and  I'm  very  pleased."

For  President  Emeritus  Dr.  Orville  Dahl,  1984 
is  a  special  year.  California  Lutheran  College 
celebrates  its  25th  anniversary.  The  seeds 
planted  by  him  and  others  like  him  have  taken 
root  and  have  brought  forth  fruit. 

He  conceived  the  dream  of  a  Lutheran  insti- 
tution of  higher  education  in  California  in  the 
post  war  years  of  the  1950's,  when  America 
was  filled  with  hope  and  growth. 

With  the  determination  and  zeal  of  a  mission- 
ary, and  the  organizational  skills  of  an  educa- 
tor, Dahl  was  instrumental  in  pulling  together 
the  necessary  elements  to  start  a  college  from 
an  old  Norwegian  ranch. 

Dahl  was  truly  a  developer  and  shrewd  sales- 
man. The  swimming  pool  was  built  in  order  to 
attract  Lutheran  congregations  out  to  the  Con- 
ejo  to  take  a  look  for  themselves  at  this  dream 
Dahl  had  for  a  college.  The  first  dorms,  Thomp- 
son and  Pederson,  were  created  in  the  style  of 
airport  hotels  because  they  were  easily  dupli- 
cated. Surplus  equipment  was  gathered  to  out- 
fit the  newly  sprouted  college.  Dr.  Dahl  found 
himself  washing  dishes  the  first  day  of  classes 
when  the  surplus  dishwasher  began  showing  its 
age.  It  was  not  an  ornate  beginning. 

When  the  college  opened  up,  it  was  discov- 
ered the  Business  Office  was  short  44,000  dol- 
lars. Dahl  appealed  to  the  students  to  pay  their 
fees,  "so  they  could  be  shorn  of  any  wealth 
they  possessed." 

A  bond  grew  between  the  first  301  students 
and  the  faculty.  "The  400  Club"  was  created  to 
commemorate  the  struggle  to  make  California 
Lutheran  College  a  viable  place  to  achieve  an 
education. 

The  words  Dr.  Dahl  spoke  to  those  first  400 
ring  true  for  us  today,  who  carry  on  the  dream. 

"There  has  been  no  course  to  set  our  miles- 
tones by,  nothing  to  show  us  the  right  path.  We 
are  up  against  new  circumstances  and  new 
conditions.  Times  have  changed  enormously. 
We  know  where  we  have  been,  but  it  is  difficult 
to  see  where  we  are  going.  Time  is  the  essence. 
It  has  become  a  part  of  our  lives."

Hf     "This  year's  total  was  significantly  bet- 
^ter  than   last   year's   $28,000,   and  well 
above  our  $35,000  goal,"  remarked  Ma- 

•  rie    Crossan,    Westlake    Village,    who 
chaired  the  event. 

"We  had  nearly  400  items  for  auction 
and  that  required  a  lot  of  volunteer  hours 
and  substantial  community  support,"  she 
said  in  thanking  the  many  donors  and 
dozens  of  volunteers,  among  them  stu- 
dents, faculty,  administrators  and  Club 
members. 

Big  ticket  items  included  a  $3,500  bid 
^fton  Tex  Schramm's  yacht.  (He's  general 
^manager  of  the  Dallas  Cowboys  Organi- 
zation.) The  Dallas  Cowboys  Organiza- 
tion donated  several  prizes  including  a  hat 
of  Tom  Landry's  which  always  nets  sever- 
al hundred  dollars.  Vacation  homes  from 
Hawaii  to  Palm  Springs  also  raised  hun- 
dreds of  dollars,  as  did  gourmet  dinners 
to  be  prepared  by  CLC  friends  and  mem- 
bers of  the  staff. 

The  event  which  has  capitalized  on  the 
professional  services  of  auctioneer  Ray 
Bleau  for  several  years,  was  held  for  the 
first  time  in  the  grand  ballroom  of  the  new 
Westlake  Plaza  Hotel,  which  will  also  be 
the  location  of  the  1985  auction  set  for 
November  2  according  to  Dave  Suttora 
'68,  Community  Leaders  Club  President.

A  Bit  Of 
Tradition 


Following  the  exciting  Dornn  Car- 
olling contest,  CLC  celebrates  the 
Santa  Lucia  Bride  cerennony.  The 
legend  dates  back  to  303  A.D.  and 
comes  in  a  varietyof  forms,  evolving 
slowly  through  the  ages,  losing  cer- 
tain elements  and  gaining  others. 
Throughout  these  changes  the  leg- 
end retains  its  religious  background. 

Lucia  was  born  of  noble  parent- 
age and  reared  in  the  Christian  faith. 
While  still  very  young,  she  secretly 
vowed  to  dedicate  her  life  to  God 
and  to  distribute  her  wealth  among 
the  poor.  Unaware  of  this,  her  moth- 
er sought  to  marry  her  to  a  wealthy 
pagan.  Lucia  refused  her  suitor  and 
was  forced  to  reveal  her  secret  vow. 
Enraged  by  the  refusal,  the  suitor 
brought  Lucia  to  trial  as  a  Christian. 
They  attempted  to  burn  her  at  the 
stake,  but  although  the  flames  en- 
veloped her,  they  did  not  burn  her. 
At  last  her  betroth  thrust  his  sword 
into  her  heart.  Before  she  died  she 
was  transfigured  by  such  intense 
light  that  the  soldiers  and  her  be- 
trothed fell  prostrate,  as  if  they  had 
been  struck  by  lightning. 

The  name  Lucia  means  "light," 
and  during  the  middle  ages  this 
saint  was  invoked  by  the  blind.  A 
later  legend  tells  that  Lucia's  eyes 
were  put  out  during  her  persecution, 
but  later  were  miraculously  re- 
stored. 

In  Scandinavian  countries,  Lu- 
cia's Feast  Day  is  celebrated  on  the 
13th  of  December.  This  day  marks 
the  shortest  day  of  the  year  and 
therefore  brings  the  promise  of 
longer  hours  of  light.  In  the  Nordic 
land,  where  winters  are  dark  it  is 
perhaps  this  one  phase  of  the  leg- 
end that  captured  the  imagination 
of  the  Scandivavian  people,  who  tell 
this  version  of  Lucia's  story: 

One  year  there  was  terrible  fa- 
mine and  poverty  in  the  provence  of 
Varmland,  Sweden.  Destruction 
seemed  imminent  when  suddenly, 
there  appeared  on  Lake  Vanern  a 
large  white  vessel.  At  the  helm  was 
a  beautiful  maiden  dressed  in 
gleaming  white;  her  head  encircled 
in  a  crown  of  radiant  beams.  As  the 


vessel  touched  the  shore,  there  ap- 
peared large  quantities  of  food  and 
clothing.  When  all  was  cared  for  the 
vessel  disappeared  as  quickly  as  it 
had  come. 

Now  on  Santa  Lucia  Day,  the  ol- 
dest daughter  in  the  household  has 
the  honor  of  dressing  in  white  with  a 
wreath  of  candles  on  her  head  and 
serves  her  family  breakfast. 

In  the  Santa  Lucia  Bride  tradition 
here  at  CLC,  one  girl  from  each  of 
the  four  classes  is  nominated  to  be 
the  attendant  of  the  senior  girl  no- 
minated as  Lucia  Bride.  All  five  girls 
are  kept  secret  until  the  night  of  the 
ceremony  when  they  are  an- 
nounced by  last  year's  Lucia  Bride,

which  was  Susan  Ahmann. 

This  years  attendants  are:  Susan 
Lundeen,  freshman,  Bearer  of  the 
Light  of  Love;  Angela  Jones,  Soph- 
omore, Bearer  of  the  Light  of  Joy; 
Andrea  Paul,  junior.  Bearer  of  the 
Light  of  Peace;  Sandy  Gessner, 
senior,  Bearer  of  the  Light  of  Virtue. 
Senior  Jodi  Moore  had  the  honor  of 
being  nominated  by  her  fellow  stu- 
dents as  Lucia  Bride. 

Jodi's  message  dealt  with  her 
seeing  "the  light  of  Christ  in  all  of 
(us)",  which  we  should  share  with 
everyone.

1st  Pulitzer  Symposium  Succeeds 

Winners  of  the  most  prestigious  American  prize  for  journalism,  letters,  and  music  highilighted  the  25th  anniversary.  Other  events  of 
the  year-long  celebration  recur  year  after  year,  such  as  the  Mathews  Business  Management  Forum,  Scandinavian  Day,  and  the 
Benefit  Banquet.  Others  were  unprecedented,  like  the  elaborate/ambitious/touching/exciting  production  of  WesfS/de  Story  and  the 
culmination  of  a  decade's  dreams  in  the  dedication  of  the  Pearson  Library.  Both  of  these  unprecedented  events  graced  the  campus 
and  will  happen  only  once. 

But  Pulitzer  week  at  once  culminated  25  years  and  began  the  next  quarter-century,  a  nascent  tradition,  one  that  students  and 
faculty  agree  befits  a  liberal  arts  college.  Pulitzer  week  honored  and  celebrated  the  highest  achievement  in  American  journalism, 
letters,  and  music  by  inviting  winners  of  the  prize  to  campus  for  a  week  of  interaction  with  students,  faculty,  staff,  and  administration, 
both  in-class  and  out. 

Edward  Albee,  Louis  Simpson,  Norman  Dello  Joio,  and  representatives  of  the  L.A.  Times  Pulitzer  team  moved  in  and  out  of 
students  lives,  classrooms,  and  minds.  Using  attendance  as  a  measure,  the  week  was  stunningly  successful.  Students  from  all 
disciplines,  faculty,  staff,  administration,  and  members  of  the  community  flocked  to  the  evening  sessions:  a  concert  at  the  Dorothy 
Chandler  Pavilion,  a  discussion  of  the  Southern  California  Latino  series  which  analyzed  the  burgeoning  Latino  population  and 
examined  its  cultural  roots,  an  evening  of  poetry,  and  an  evening  of  excerpts  from  plays. 

Professors  from  neighboring  colleges  and  universities  found  the  place  and  the  time  impressive.  "I'm  glad  they've  come;  I've  driven 
by  here  but  never  before  had  occasion  to  stop  in.  It's  nice,"  said  a  professor  from  UCSB,  in  attendance  at  the  journalism  evening.  "I 
must  say,  when  you  do  things  here,  you  sure  do  them  right,"  said  an  English  professor  from  UCLA  about  both  the  Simpson  and  Albee 
evenings. 

"Doing  it  right,"  said  Dr.  Jack  Ledbetter,  professor  of  English,  is  more  a  matter  of  ideas  than  style.  But  style  helped,  this  time," 

There  were  flaws,  to  be  sure,  such  as  watching  Albee  drink  water  during  his  performance  from  Taco  Bell  cups.  Or  Simpson's 
microphone  leaning  slowly  down,  an  inch  every  couple  of  minutes  until  the  weight,  too  heavy,  dropped  it  with  a  static-filled  clatter  to 
the  podium.  But  he  moved  it  aside —  gently,  as  he  read  his  poetry  —  gently,  as  he  spoke  of  his  life. 

The  idea  behind  the  conference  was  simple,  according  to  Ledbetter  who  initially  proposed  the  idea.  "How  best  could  we  celebrate 
the  liberal  arts,  the  long  tradition  of  arts  and  letters,  than  by  bringing  together  those  whose  works  both  honor  the  tradition  and 
lengthen  it?" 

Ledbetter's  idea  enthused  the  25th  anniversary  committee  which  expanded  to  include  the  appropriate  disciplines.  Journalism, 
Drama,  Music,  and  English:  the  departments  decided  who  to  invite.  Arrangements  were  made;  the  administration,  most  visibly  Bill 
Hamm,  vice-president  for  admissions  and  college  relations  and  Jerry  Miller,  president  of  CLC,  gave  the  idea  full  support.  "With  their 
aid,  it  was  simple  to  carry  off,  too,"  Ledbetter  said. 

"Next  year  we'll  do  it  again  —  I  hope,"  said  Hamm.  "Beyond  all  of  the  most  important  reasons  for  doing  it  and  doing  it  well,  it  is  a 
wonderful  event  to  market.  We've  got  a  first-rate  first  here." 

Next  year,  according  to  Ledbetter,  is  "still  in  the  stage  of  planning.  But  planning  is  proceeding."  One  of  the  journalism  invitees  won 
a  very  recent  Pulitzer,  and  the  drama  invitee  will  see  a  world  premiere  of  the  most  recent  play  written.  The  conference  will  be  smaller, 
Ledbetter  opined,  but  it  will  follow  the  precedent  set  —  a  week  of  interaction  on  campus  with  students,  followed  by  a  free-swinging, 
round-table  discussion. 

Friday's  10  a.m.  discussion  highlighted  a  dramatic  and  unforgettable  week  according  to  several  who  were  there.  Prodded  by  the 
articulate,  probing,  wide-ranging  questions  of  Frank  del  Olmo,  editorial  writer  for  the  L.A.  Timeson  Latin  America,  Albee  and  Simpson 
were  challenged  to  speak  as  the  involved  and  committed  artists  they  are. 

The  hour-long  discussion  revolved  around  questions  such  as  the  relationship  political  freedom  and  political  repression  play  in 
stimulating,  altering,  and  sharpening  the  creative  impulse.  No  abstract  discussion  of  forbiddingly-named  concepts,  the  exchange 
touched  each  on  matters  of  long  thought.  Del  Olmo  brought  the  personal  observation,  wide  travel,  and  synthesizing  perspective  of  the 
journalist;  Albee  and  Simpson  responded  as  artists  working  in  a  context  of  freedom,  observers  of  artists  elsewhere  working  without 
that  luxury. 

All  traditions  begin  somewhere,  at  some  time.  With  the  Pulitzer  Symposium,  a  good  one  has  begun.

The  late  John  J.  Nordberg,  Direc- 
tor of  Estate  Planning  at  CLC,  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  a  Scandinavian 
Festival,  he  wanted  to  commemo- 
rate the  contributions  of  the  early 
Norwegian  settlers  in  the  Conejo 
Valley.  Richard  Pederson's  parents, 
Lars  and  Karn,  had  come  to  the 
Conejo  Valley  in  1890  with  other 
Norwegian  couples  to  homestead. 
The  Ole  Nilsons,  the  Nils  Olsens,  the 
George  Hansens  and  O.  Anderson 
made  up  the  original  group  that  pur- 
chased land  in  the  Conejo  Valley. 
The  130  acre  ranch  of  Richard  Pe- 
derson  was  given  as  an  annuity  gift 
for  the  site  of  a  Lutheran  college, 
thus  CLC  was  incorporated  in  1959. 

The  first  Festival  was  held  on  Sat- 
urday, February  9,  1974  with  over 
1000  persons  in  attendance.  Now  in 
its  twelfth  year,  the  Scandinavian 
Festival  is  a  CLC  tradition,  an  event 
that  is  full  of  fun  and  honors  those 
early  Norwegians  that  dared  to  take 
the  risk  of  homesteading.  Nord- 
berg's  idea  also  promotes  the  cul- 
ture of  the  five  Scandinavian  nations 
and  their  ties  to  the  college.

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I  had  every  intention  of  spending  long  hours  either  doing  research  in  the  library,  or  pounding  out  some  heavy  thoughts  on  the 
typewriter.  But  how  could  I  when  the  sun's  strong  rays  confirmed  the  success  of  the  day  before  I  even  started.  Cheery  gusts  of  the 
Santa  Ana's  conveyed  the  strains  of  blue  grass  music,  and  I  knew  something  different  was  happening  on  campus  when  I  saw  colorful 
balloons  bouncing  to  the  beat.  I  had  to  be  there! 

Strolling  over  to  the  annual  "Day  on  the  Green",  I  had  no  idea  what  to  expect.  I  tried  to  be  systematic  about  going  to  each  booth,  ' 
but  I  found  myself  darting  across  from  one  to  another,  talking  to  people,  and  tasting  the  delights  that  were  available.  I 

For  me,  there  was  more  fun  to  be  had  in  the  eating  department  than  the  activities  that  required  physical  participation.  I  didn't  want ; 
to  dunk  anyone  in  water  or  be  dunked,  and  I  really  didn't  want  to  "Win  a  Fish"  without  having  a  home  to  keep  it  in.  So  I  settled  for 
some  Armenian  pastries  at  the  International  Students'  booth,  where  Nimme  Abishegani  convinced  me  to  indulge.  Right  next  to  her 
was  "Le  Club  Francais"  where  Denise  Dixon,  Kristy  Aquire,  and  Dana  Landrud  had  prepared  French  crepes.  Can  you  imagine  trying 
to  decide  which  filling  to  get  —  from  a  list  of  fresh  strawberries,  coconut,  grape  jelly,  powdered  sugar,  and  creme  de  marrons 
(chestnut  cream)? 

Somewhere  along  the  line,  I  discovered  between  the  Japanese  booth  and  the  Latin  America  Students'  Organization  that  I  could  lie 
on  a  table  and  have  a  10-minute  massage.  I  put  that  pleasure  off  to  the  end  to  be  able  to  have  its  lasting  effects,  but  I  managed  to  get 
myself  involved  in  actually  giving  two  foot  massages  by  way  of  demonstration  to  the  resident  masseur.  CLC's  librarian,  Mrs.  Dalgleish 
succumbed  to  the  magic  touch  and  remarked,  "It  was  beautiful.  My  neck  feels  as  though  it's  moving  more  than  it  has  in  weeks." 

Later,  in  the  midst  of  songs  by  Dirk  Duhlstine,  Kevin  Reardon  and  Angle  Jones,  I  met  Ron  Voss  who  as  co-coordinator  of  the  event, 
filled  me  in  with  some  background  on  its  organization. 

The  six-member  committee  decided  to  donate  the  takings  to  the  World  Hunger  program  this  year.  Originally,  the  idea  of  Gary  Kuntz 
and  Dana  Fowler,  graduates  of  CLC,  this  event  was  started  3  to  4  years  ago  to  raise  money  for  charitable  organizations.  The  first  year 
it  "rained  out  and  was  a  total  bomb"  explained  Mary  Might,  director  of  student  activities.  But  that  didn't  seem  to  dampen  the  spirits, 
for  the  second  year  was  a  success  and  Los  Nihos  and  Bread  for  the  World  were  at  the  receiving  end. 

I  had  missed  the  slave  auction.  Voss  explained  that  the  Business  Association  and  PIRA's  contribution  involved  "a  lot  of  different 
students  who  offered  their  services  —  back  rubs,  tuck-ins,  and  car  washes."  But  there  was  still  the  music  of  the  blue  grass  band, 
"Crosswinds,"  to  enjoy. 

Curious  to  inspect  the  dainty  wooden  shoes  of  my  Japanese  student  friends,  I  made  my  way  to  their  crowded  booth  to  discover 
many  charming  girls  in  multi-colored  Yukatas  (summer  kimonos)  preparing  Yakisoba  (panfried  noodles).  They  had  astutely  resorted 
to  the  American  advertising  technique  of  "taste  first"  samples  so  that  hesitant  students  would  decide  to  buy  their  dish. 

I  was  even  more  intrigued  by  the  enterprising  Japanese  males  who  were  making  "Shrinky  Dinks."  While  one  imaginative  girl  drew 
comical  cartoons  on  plastic  with  marker  pens,  the  guys  baked  the  plastic  in  a  toaster  oven  and  prepared  the  chain  links.  In  no  time 
students  had  the  shrunken  version  with  their  choice  of  words  in  pendant  or  keyring  form. 

While  waiting  on  the  Japanese  enterprise  for  my  "Shrinky  Dink,"  I  decided  to  visit  Ghandi  in  his  flapping  tent  of  towels  and  sheets.

The  season  kicked  off  with  a  new  intramural  event,  a  5K  run.  Chris  Jensen  and  roommate  Matthew  Bahr  tied  for  first 
place,  and  Jodi  Moore  came  in  first  for  the  women.

Also,  a  returnable  $10  deposit  was  required 
from  each  team;  if  the  team  did  not  forfeit  the  deposit 
would  be  returned. 

Statistically,  enthusiasm  and  participation  in- 
creased. Thirteen  teams  competed  in  the  5-on-5 
basketball,  including  a  faculty-alumni  team,  "Sand- 
lin's  Marauders."  Other  teams  included  the  Voltron 
Force,  the  Loungemen,  and  the  Transformers.  A  big 
hit  were  the  Sure-Shots  with  their  perfect  record  of  0- 
12.  The  Champions  were  Rachel's  Lovers. 

The  competitive  spirit  carried  through  co-ed  soft- 
ball.  Six  teams  participated.  Rotaract  and  the  Bea- 
vers were  the  top  two  teams,  with  the  Beavers  end- 
ing the  season  as  the  champions. 

By  the  end  of  the  season,  the  competitive  spirit 
and  enthusiasm  of  intramurals  had  increased  and 
forfeits  were  down.

CLC  Drama  distinguished  itself  with  one  of  its  nnost  ambi- 
tious and  successful  seasons  of  theatre  in  recent  years.  The 
Department  and  the  Drama  Club  produced  and  presented 
twenty  plays  in  nine  months,  including  three  original  scripts, 
three  musicals,  ten  student-directed  one-act  plays,  and  four 
chancel  dramas  presented  at  churches  throughout  Southern 
California.  121  students  performed  at  schools,  churches, 
shopping  centers,  retirement  communities,  private  parties, 
for  a  national  Dean's  conference.  Festival  of  Women  in  the 
Arts,  at  the  American  College  Theatre  (Region  VII,  South) 
and  in  the  usual  performing  spaces  on  campus.  Mainstage 
shows  played  before  3400  audience  members  and  Children's 
Theatre  with  performances  on  tour  and  on  campus  played 
before  3900  children  and  adults. 

The  year  began  with  the  staging  of  the  West  Coast  pre- 
miere of  a  modern  adaptation  of  Henrick  Ibsen's  sweeping 
norwegian  epic,  Peer  Gynt.  Adapted  by  David  Ball  of  Carne- 
gie-Mellon University,  the  play  follows  the  restless  Peer  from 
his  youth  through  his  old  age  as  he  searches  for  the  answers 
to  his  life.  In  his  adventures,  he  encounters  love,  trolls,  harem 
girls,  tycoons,  shipwrecks,  the  Sphynx,  apes,  monsters,  the 
devil,  death,  and  finally  his  own  useless  life  which  he  peels  like 
an  onion  until  "there  is  nothing  left.  No  core.  Nothing!"  In  the 
end  he  returns  to  Norway,  an  old  man,  where  his  first  true  love 
has  waited  for  him  to  sit  at  her  feet  and  tell  her  stories. 

An  original  music  score  composed  by  Richard  Elliot  with 
assistance  and  music  direction  by  Junior,  Lori  Loberg,  includ- 
ed a  small  five-piece  live  orchestra.  The  play  was  directed  by 
Michael  J.  Arndt,  with  special  choreography  by  Barbara 
Wegher.  The  sets  were  designed  and  lit  by  Michael  Roehr  to 
starkly  evoke  a  feeling  of  norwegian  mythology.  Costumes 
were  designed  by  Mari  DeWitt  and  ranged  from  abstract  trolls 
to  harem  girls  to  traditional  norwegian  folk  dress.  Special 
masks  were  designed  and  constructed  for  the  production  by 
sophomore,  Cherie  Heck.  Jim  Kocher  starred  as  Peer  and 
was  supported  by  an  eleven-member  cast  playing  up  to 
eighty  different  roles.  The  cast  included  Caryl  Beggs,  Kim 
Brown,  Karin  Boynton,  Andrea  Paul,  Robin  Paulson,  Deirdre 
Crean,  Donna  Rieger,  Scott  Osborn,  Dale  Adrion,  Todd  Col- 
lins and  Paul  Cain. 

The  production  was  particularly  notable  because  it  was 
entered  as  an  associate  production  in  the  American  College 
Theatre  Festival.  The  American  College  Theatre  Festival  is  a 
national  competition  in  which  colleges  and  universities  pre- 
sent plays  for  outside  adjudicators.  Several  plays  are  chosen 
nationally  each  year  to  perform  in  the  Kennedy  Center  in 
Washington,  D.C.  CLC's  Peer  Gynt  was  invited  to  perform 
scenes  from  its  production  at  the  regional  festival  held  at 
California  State  University  at  Fullerton  in  February.  Only  eight 
of  the  fifty-eight  productions  in  this  region  were  so  invited. 

In  addition  to  being  invited,  at  the  festival  CLC  was  award- 
ed a  special  meritorious  achievement  award  for  ensemble 
acting.  Cherie  Heck  received  a  meritorious  achievement 
award  for  her  mask  designs,  and  Jim  Kocher  was  a  nominee 
for  a  national  acting  scholarship. 

At  times  comical,  at  times  spectacular,  and  at  times  mov- 
ing. Peer  Gyr?^ challenged  and  entertained.  Most  importantly, 
it  launched  the  highly  successful  year.

The  festival  included  evening 
perfornnances  of  four  plays  and  a  special  repertory  format 
presentation  of  the  remaining  six.  Labled  as  "Lunch  Bag 
Theatre,"  students  faculty,  staff,  and  members  of  the  com- 
munity were  invited  to  the  Little  Theatre  from  1 1:30  to  1:30 
for  three  days.  Audience  members  could  bring  their  lunches 
and  eat  them  as  they  enjoyed  one,  two,  or  three  plays  each 
day.

COMANCHE  CAFE  by  William  Hauptman  was  directed  by 
senior,  Michelle  Hester.  Lori  Loberg  and  Kathryn  Schnaible 
portrayed  two  women  working  at  a  roadside  diner  some- 
where in  southern  Oklahoma  in  the  1930's. 

MINNESOTA  MOON  by  John  Olive  was  directed  by  senior, 
Greg  Smith.  Victor  E.  Wilson  III  and  Tom  Bonds  were  cast  as 
two  friends  saying  good-bye  before  one  of  them  leaves  their 
small  Minnesota  hometown  in  the  summer  of  1968. 

BRAINSCREW  by  Henry  Livings  was  directed  by  senior, 
Solomon  Spencer.  This  surrealistic  send-up  of  a  television 
game  show  had  a  cast  which  included  Douglas  McGaw, 
Matthew  Bahr,  and  Sharon  Calver. 

A  BENCH  AT  THE  EDGE  by  Luigi  Jannuzzi  was  directed  by 
senior,  Kimberly  K.  Brown.  Concerned  with  the  question  of 
suicide  vs.  life,  this  serio-comic  production  starred  Dale 
Adrion  and  Thomas  Grecian  with  Kenneth  A.  Thompson. 

STAGE  DIRECTIONS  by  Israel  Horowitz  was  directed  by 
junior,  Kenneth  A.  Thompson.  The  entire  dialogue  of  the  play 
consisted  of  stage  directions  reflecting  the  inner  thoughts  of 
three  family  members  dealing  with  grief.  The  characters  were 
played  by  David  Usher,  Roxann  Springer,  and  Denise  North- 
ern. 

BABY  by  Conrad  E.  Davidson  and  directed  by  junior,  Karin 
Boynton,  was  a  humorous  look  at  the  first  year  of  a  baby's  life 
as  seen  through  the  eyes  of  the  baby.  Allyson  Koskey  played 
the  baby  and  was  supported  by  Andrea  Paul,  John  Penman, 
Randy  Heck,  Ivy  Lindemeier,  Elizabeth  Shanower,  John 
Signa,  Kimberley  A.  Brown,  and  Robert  Landegger.

Two  rival  gangs, 
the  Jets  and  the  Sharks  battle  over  neigh- 
borhood turf.  One  of  their  former  leaders, 
Tony  falls  in  love  with  a  young  Puerto 
Rican  girl,  Maria.  Maria's  brother,  Ber- 
nardo is  the  leader  of  the  Sharks.  The 
resulting  conflict  which  ends  in  several 
deaths  is  the  tragic  center  of  the  produc- 
tion. 

Over  one  hundred  students  and  faculty 
members  auditioned  for  over  forty  roles 
as  members  of  the  Sharks,  the  Jets,  and 
the  adults  who  lived  in  the  New  York 
neighborhood.  Featured  in  the  cast  were 
Todd  Collins  as  Tony,  Karen  Davis  as  Ma- 
ria, Jim  Kocher  as  Riff,  Mohammad  Khan 
Jr.  as  Bernardo,  Julie  Marie  Moe  as  Anita, 
Reyes  Carranza  as  Chino.  Several  faculty 
members  were  featured  in  the  production  as  well.  Fred 
Bowman  played  Doc;  Bill  Bersley,  Lieutenant  Shrank;  Don 
Bieike,  Officer  Krupke;  and  Jonathan  Steepe,  Gladhand. 

The  entire  production  was  co-produced  by  both  the 
music  and  Drama  Department.  The  artistic  director  and 
managing  producer  was  Michael  J.  Arndt.  The  musical 
director  and  conductor  of  the  thirty  piece  orchestra  was 
Elmer  Ramsey  with  Dr.  James  Fritschell  serving  as  vocal 
music  coach. 

Choreography  was  by  Barbara  Wegher.  Michael  Roehr 
designed  the  sets  and  lights  and  served  as  technical  direc- 
tor of  the  production.  Marianne  DeWitt  designed  the  cos- 
tumes. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  features  of  the  production 
was  its  staging.  The  Gym/Auditorium  was  completely 
transformed  into  a  thrust  theatre,  seating  590.  Risered 
seating  platforms  faced  a  center  acting  area  from  three 
sides.  The  orchestra  was  seated  on  the  old  stage.  Settings 
evocative  of  New  York  City  tenament  buildings,  were 
achieved  by  rolling  twenty-foot  high  scaffolding.  Effective 
lighting  and  sound  pleased  the  nearly  two  thousand  audi- 
ence members  who  attended  the  four  performances.  A 
special  dinner  and  theatre  program  sponsored  by  two 
local  chapters  of  Aid  Association  for  Lutherans  helped 
defray  costs  for  the  production  and  were  also  very  popu- 
lar.

Annual  CROP  Walk  For  Hunger 

The  annual  Conejo  Valley  CROP  walk  was  held  on  March  3rd  of  this  year.  The  walk  was  10  kilometers  beginning  and  ending 
at  CLC's  Kingsmen  stadium  and  Kingsmen  Park  respectively.  The  walk  was  taken  throughout  the  community  that  surrounds  the 
college  and  its  purpose  was  to  raise  awareness  and  money  with  regard  to  alleviating  the  problem  of  hunger,  both  at  home  and 
abroad.  The  people  who  walk  are  responsible  for  getting  people  to  sponsor  them,  for  instance  $1  per  kilometer.  25%  of  the 
money  raised  by  CROP  walkers  is  given  to  local  organizations  that  are  striving  to  keep  people  from  going  hungry.  One  such 
organization  is  fvleals-on-Wheels,  for  people  that  are  unable  to  leave  their  homes  (mainly  for  health  reasons)  and  need  a  meal 
supplement.  Free  lunches  and  sometimes  dinners  are  therefore  provided  by  the  Meals-on-Wheels  program  for  individuals  in 
need. 

The  other  75%  of  the  money  raised  goes  to  developing  projects  and  for  the  raising  of  food  in  3rd  world  "developing 
countries".  Most  of  the  money  is  spent  on  projects  that  will  help  hungry  people  feed  themselves  -in  other  words,  making 
themselves  sufficient  is  the  goal. 

This  year  40  students  from  CLC  participated  in  the  CROP  walk  and  raised  over  $1,400.00.  The  grand  total  (which  includes 
the  walkers  from  the  community  and  local  church  groups)  was  nearly  $28,000. 

A  special  part  of  CLC's  groups  of  walkers  was  that  Fana  Adinew.  from  Ethiopia  was  a  CROP  walker  and  many  of  CLC's 

faculty  and  Administration  sponsored  her.  Alone, 

Fana  raised  $200.00!  For  the  CLC  walkers,  the 

day's  activities  were  planned  and  organized  by 
the  Bread  for  the  World  group  on  Campus. 

All  in  all,  the  CLC  walkers  raised  more  money 
to  help  alleviate  hunger  through  the  CROP  walk 
than  ever  before.  May  the  spirit  of  good  will  in- 
crease in  the  coming  year's  CROP  walk!  Many 
constructive  projects  are  supported  throughout 
the  world  through  the  CROP  organization.

On  January  5,  thirty-five  students,  two  professors,  and  a  travel  agent  left  the 
winter  warnnth  of  Los  Angeles,  decked  out  in  the  warnnest  winter  clothes  Califor- 
nia had  to  offer,  and  headed  for  the  subfreezing  tennperatures  of  Scandinavia. 
This  was  one  trip  none  of  us  would  soon  forget. 

The  tour  began  in  Copanhagen,  Dennnark.  Many  students  were  surprised  not 
only  by  the  chill  in  the  air,  but  by  the  age  of  the  city.  Many  of  the  buildings  are 
older  than  our  country.  The  guided  tour  of  the  city  included  Old  Town,  many 
churches,  the  Little  Mermaid,  and  the  changing  of  the  guard  at  the  royal  palace. 

While  in  Denmark  we  also  went  to  Roskilde  to  visit  the  Domkirke  where  20 
kings  and  17  queens  are  buried,  and  to  a  museum  where  Roskilde  Viking  ships 
have  been  recovered  from  the  Harbor  and  are  being  restored. 

After  Denmark  we  headed  for  Stockholm,  Sweden,  where  King  Gustav  XVI 
awaited  us.  No  one  had  has  ever  seen  Dr.  Slattum  so  nervous  as  he  was  the  day 
we  met  the  king.  After  delivering  a  proclamation  celebrating  CLC's  25th  anniver- 
sary Dr.  Slattum  presented  the  Royal  Family  with  a  painting  of  the  California  hills, 
and  an  album,  played  on  the  piano  by  Dr.  Schechter.  We  managed  to  get  out  of 
there  with  Dr.  Slattum  telling  only  one  stupid  joke. 

The  next  stop  was  Helsinki,  Finland,  via  an  overnight  cruise  on  the  Silja  Line. 
After  a  fun-filled  night  of  dancing  and  merry-making  in  the  disco,  most  people 
wanted  to  sleep  through  the  city  tour,  plus  it  was  too  cold  to  get  off  the  bus,  at  - 
30  C. 

The  followng  day,  we  headed  to  Turko  to  visit  the  cathedral  there,  and  to  have 
lunch  at  the  same  place  Lenin  used  to  go. 

After  Finland  it  was  back  to  Stockholm  for  a  day,  then  to  Oslo,  Norway.  Oslo 
seemed  to  have  something  for  everyone:  symphonies,  skiing,  operas,  sculptures, 
the  National  Art  Museum,  a  tour  of  an  art  school,  and  a  visit  with  King  Olaf,  but, 
sorry  to  say,  no  cappacino. 

After  a  five  day  rest  in  Oslo,  we  left  for  the  ski  village  of  Voss,  where  many 
spent  a  day  of  "awesome"  skiing,  while  others  went  shopping  and  sightseeing. 
Then  on  to  the  water  front  town  of  Bergen  in  western  Norway.  It  was  a  beautiful 
way  to  end  a  perfect  trip. 

Aftr  twenty  days  of  cold  noses  and  hand  washed  clothes,  it  was  time  to  leave 
for  Oslo  and  then  home.  Along  with  all  the  extra  luggage,  we  brought  back  many

Anderson,  Carlsberg,  sweaters,  sweaters,  and  more  sweaters,  "Quiene  es  mas 
macho?" . . .

Perhaps,  we  Americans  have  made  a  too-Faustian  contract  with  our  own  culture,  so  Impressed  are  we  with  our  own  language,  our 
own  music,  our  own  habits  of  thought,  our  own  technology.  One  senses  that  the  full  implications  of  this  will  come  too  late,  that  the 
corners  of  our  society  are  already  beginning  to  rip  up,  pulled  by  a  great  black  hole  that  will.  In  turn,  draw  into  It  not  only  us,  but  a  large 
portion  of  the  world. 

Perhaps,  a  note  and  a  few  pictures  of  an  Interim  Study  Tour  in  this  photo-gallery  of  restrained  portraits  and  not-so-restrained 
activltes  of  a  year  at  CLC  spent  mostly  on  self-indulgent  studies,  parties,  romances  and  sports  will  be  evidence  that  some,  confronted 
by  greater  realities  probed  in  dramas,  lectures,  religion  classes,  and  Christian  Conversations,  sought  to  end  that  contract  binding  us  to 
unconscious  shackles,  and  to  affirm  and  celebrate  our  world-citizenship. 

For  an  Interim  tour  of  Greece,  Turkey  and  Israel  Is  more  than  a  retracing  of  the  evolution  of  human  achievements  ("Plato  walked 
here"  —  "Sophocles  sang  his  poetry  there"  —  "The  Byzantines  raised  those  walls  and  bejeweled  them  with  gold  mosaics"  — "The 
Ottoman  Sultans  adorned  themselves  with  these 


weighty  gems"),  more  than  the  marking  of  pivotal 
religious  developments  ("Moses  bade  farewell 
over  there"  —  "Jesus  taught  up  there"  —  "Mo- 
hammad prayed  in  here").  An  afternoon  sitting 
—  just  sitting  —  on  the  Athenian  Acropolis,  lisen- 
ing  to  the  wind-muffled  voices  of  contemporary 
pilgrims  and  Pericles,  of  children  and  Demosthe- 
nes, a  dazzling  view  of  snow-covered  mountains 
and  distant  seas  from  the  seat  once  occupied  by 
that  enthused  woman  who  spoke  at  the  oracles  of 
the  Delphic  god,  the  contemplation  of  the  walls  of 
a  library  at  Pergamum  which  once  rivalled  the 
Alexandrian  collection,  and  hearing  the  multiple 
calls  to  prayer  by  church  bells  and  muezzins,  is  an 
escape  from  the  dark  powers  which  are  pulling  us 
into  th  vortex  of  a  myopic  culture. 

We  have  looked  Into  th  gold  face  of  Aga- 
memmnon  In  Athens,  the  well  from  which  the 
woman  drew  water  for  Jesus  at  Samaria,  and 
gazed  at  walls  of  the  city  of  Jericho  which  were 
older  to  Joshua  than  the  pyramids  of  Egypt  are 
ancient  to  us.  We  have  wailed  with  the  Jews  for 
past  injustices  at  the  Western  Temple  Wall,  and 
cried  for  the  Palestinian  refugees  of  war  on  the 
West  Bank:  we  have  joined  our  prayers  for  peace 
with  those  crowded  into  the  tiny  church  of  a 
Greek  fishing  village,  and  nodded  our  agreement 
with  the  kindly  words  of  a  Muslim  teacher  as  we 
sat  quietly  in  the  blue  sunlight  of  the  great 
mosque  in  Istanbul. 

White  ruins  of  a  temple  to  Posei- 
don at  Sunion,  a  bazaar  of  a  thou- 
sand shops  in  Istanbul,  tree-shroud- 
ed grave  columns  in  Athens,  the  seat 
where  Constantine  presided  over  the 
forging  of  the  Creed  at  Nicea,  the 
house  of  St.  Mary  at  Ephesus  and  of 
St.  Peter  at  Capernaum,  and  Golgo- 
tha—  that  terrible  rock  at  Jerusalem 
■ —  these  are  the  "things"  of  a  Bible 
Lands  Study  Tour. 

But  daily,  we  remembered  the  out- 
ward-drawing words  of  Jesus: 
"Seek,  and  ye  will  find:  knock,  and  it 
will  be  opened  unto  you,"  and  we 
knew  that  we  were  on  the  verge  of 
escape  from  the  constricted  island 
which  we  have  made  of  our  land  into 
the  dense,  unexpected  world  God 
gave  us  to  cherish  and  to  celebrate!

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Paris — A  Certain  je  ne  sals  quoi 


For  those  of  us  who  took  "Politics  and  Culture  in  Paris",  the 
interim  trip  proved  to  be  a  great  learning  exprience  as  well  as  a  lot 
of  fun.  The  month  long  trip  led  by  Drs.  Renick  and  Steepee 
featured  a  direct  Air  France  flight  to  Paris,  hotel  accommodations 
in  the  Latin  Quarter,  two  daily  meals  and  a  full  itinerary  of  activi- 
ties. The  group  of  18  CLC  students  was  joined  by  Christie  Susfalk 
and  Ray  Herrera,  former  CLC  students  who  now  attend  Aixen- 
Provence,  in  the  south  of  France.  Together,  we  were  exposed  to  a 
very  different  way  of  life  and  many  new  experiences. 

Our  typical  day  in  Paris  began  with  a  breakfast  of  croissants, 
French  bread,  and  our  choice  of  coffee,  tea,  or  hot  chocolate 
which  was  brought  to  our  rooms.  We  then  grouped  at  a  specified 
time  in  the  hotel  lobby  to  embark  on  the  scheduled  activity  for  that 
day.  Our  daily  activities  included  visits  to  the  Champs-Elysees,  the 
Arch  of  Triumph,  the  Eiffel  Tower,  the  Radio-France  House,  the 
Paris  Stock  Exchange,  the  Paris  City  Hall,  and  the  Sacred  Heart 
Basilica  in  the  artist's  section  of  Montmartre.  We  as  also  visited 
various  museums  such  as  the  Ciuny  Museum,  where  one  can  see 
sixth  century  tapestries,  and  the  Cinema  Museum,  which  featured 
the  history  of  film  making  as  well  as  props,  scripts  and  advertise- 
ments from  many  famous  movies. 

One  group  was  taught  how  to  use  various  Parisian  transporta- 
tion systems  and  we  took  full  advantage  of  them.  Each  of  us  paid 
the  equivalent  of  $13  for  a  month  long  pass  on  the  metro,  a  mass 
transit  system  similar  to  the  New  York  subway,  though  it  was 
much  cleaner,  safer,  and  more  efficient.  Our  group  also  took  a 
train  to  the  city  of  Chartres  to  see  the  "other"  Notre  Dame 
Cathedral,  larger  than  the  one  in  Paris.  On  the  way  back  from 
Chartres  we  stopped  in  the  city  of  Versailles  to  see  the  extrava- 
gant palace  of  the  "Sun  King"  Louis  XIV,  Louis  XVI  and  Marie 
Antoinette. 

Another  form  of  transportation  that  we  used  was  the  R.E.R. 
(Reseau  Express  Regional),  a  train  that  runs  within  Paris  and  that 
took  us  to  La  Defense,  an  ultra  modern  business  and  shopping 
center.  A  fourth  form  of  transportation  that  we  used,  and  a  high- 
light of  the  trip  for  many  of  us,  was  our  boat  ride  on  the  Seine  river. 
The  boat  ride  started  near  the  Eiffel  Tower  and  passed  the  Pari- 
sian Notre  Dame  Catherdral,  the  Louvre  museum,  the  Place  del  la 
Concorde  where  Louis  XVI  and  Marie  Antoinette  were  beheaded, 
and  the  City  Hall. 

The  larger  part  of  the  Parisian  culture  that  we  experienced  was 
our  daily  restaurant  n^al.  Every  day  we  regrouped  for  either  lunch 
or  dinner  and  we  went  to  a  restaurant.  We  had  not  only  French 
food,    but    also    Italian,    Chinese, 
Vietnamese  and  Greek.  We  sam- 
pled mussels,  horse  meat  steak, 
steak  tartar,  frog  legs,  squid,  and 
to  avoid  being  labeled  as  a  "Snail 
virgin"  by  Dr.  Steepee,  escargot. 
The    food,    though    usually    very 
good,    was    far    from    what    one 
would  usually  find  in  the  U.S.  and 
mealtime  was  almost  always  an 
adventure  in  eating. 

During  the  month  all  of  our 
weekends  were  free  of  scheduled 
activities.  Many  of  us  took  advan- 
tage of  the  weekend  time  and  the 
low  train  rates  by  traveling  outside 
of  Paris.  Small  groups  of  us  went 
to  Aix-en-Provence,  Stuttgart  or 
Munich  in  Germany,  and  London. 

Overall,  the  Paris  trip  was  a 
great  experience.  We  had  learned 
not  only  about  the  politics  and  cul- 
ture of  Paris,  but  also  about  our- 
selves and  our  adaptability  to  each 
other  and  to  the  very  different  envi- 
ronment that  surrounded  us.  For 
many  of  us,  the  trip  opened  our 
eyes  and  changed  our  outlook  on 
many  aspects  of  life  in  such  a  way 
that  our  memories  of  Paris  will  stay 
with  us  for  a  long  time.

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"It's  an  illuminating  experience  hearing  about  cultures  compared  to  ours  and  I  like  to 
hear  the  different  accents,"  comments  Martha  Gutman,  Faculty  Secretary,  who  tries 
when  she  can  to  leave  her  desk  long  enough  to  have  her  lunch  break  during  the  "Women 
Around  the  World"  series  She  is  one  of  a  group  ol  about  a  dozen  very  dedicated 
supporters  who  welcome  the  opportunity  to  hear  about  women's  global  concerns;  such 
as 

"the  illegality  of  birth  control  in  Ireland 
'  Danish  women  striving  for  equality 
'women's  rights  in  India 

These  are  only  a  lew  ol  the  issues  revealed  in  the  presentations  given  by  foreign 
students  on  campus  for  the  series  Yet  for  most  students,  this  series  has  remained 
undiscovered. 

All  the  presentations  have  been  well-received  by  those  who  have  come  For  those 
faculty,  administrative  staff,  and  students  who  juggle  their  full  schedule  to  attend,  armed 
with  brown  lunch  sacks  —  or  even  on  an  empty  stomach,  there  has  always  been  coffee, 
punch,  and  cookies  to  create  the  atmosphere  of  sitting  m  someone's  living  room 

"It  took  two  semesters  to  convince  the  Japanese  students  to  talk  for  us  I  had  to 
facilitate  their  presentation  by  interviewing  each  in  turn  to  relieve  the  pressure  ol  having 
to  stand  before  an  audience  to  talk,"  explains  Honor  Wells,  a  re-entry  student  from  the 
Caribbean,  who  as  coordinator  for  the  Women's  Resource  Center  back  in  1982-83, 
developed  her  idea  for  the  series  with  the  encouragement  of  Dr  Jan  Bowman,  then 
Director  "I  felt  we  had  untapped  resources  right  here  in  our  midst  So  many  foreign 
suf'snts,  each  with  a  wealth  of  experiences  to  share  with  American  students  " 

Four  beautiful  Japanese  students  demurely  demonstrated  the  art  of  preparing  and 
pouring  tea.  Dunng  their  presentation,  listeners  discovered  that  very  few  Japanese 
women  remain  unmarried  More  than  likely,  they  would  find  a  mate  among  the  men  they 
met  in  group  activities  If  not,  as  an  employee,  their  company  would  surely  matchmake 
and  arrange  a  wedding  for  them 

In  marked  contrast  were  the  women  of  Denmark  who  strove  in  the  '70s  for  equality 
and  who,  in  gaining  it,  realized  some  things  had  to  be  sacrificed    "Like  doors  being 
opened  by  men  and  having  men  pay  for  their  dinners  "  Alice  Winther  went  on  to  explain 
that  girls  in  Denmark  are  not  reared  to  think  they  have  to  depend  on  the  male  for 
support.  Marriage  is  not  important  as  a  goal   Women  prefer  to  get  their  education  and  to  travel  first,  preferring  premarital  relationships  and  late  marriage 

Deirdre  Crean's  enlightening  account  of  Ireland  reminded  listeners  of  the  strength  of  the  Catholic  Church's  influence  on  the  people  Here,  birth  control  was  deemed  illegal  and  the  lack  of 
facilities  for  family  planning  counseling  caused  many  women  to  cross  the  waters  to  England  for  abortions.  Although  women's  plight  was  lighter  with  the  opportunity  for  education  and  more 
positions  in  the  workplace,  many  emigrated 

"In  India,  advancement  had  been  made  in  law  reform  surrounding  women's  rights"  Part-time  economics  professor.  Ishita  Edwards,  illustrated  with  specific  cases  the  tangled  threads  of 
religious  and  political  influences  within  the  rich  and  colorful  fabric  that  is  India's  past.  Despite  the  equal  rights  set  within  the  constitution  of  the  world's  most  populated  democratic  country. 
Hindu  and  Muslim  customs  overnde,  particularly  in  the  area  of  land  ownership  Women  still  lead  lives  of  powerlessness  within  the  caste  system  She  also  pointed  out  that  more  and  more 
women  pursued  higher  education,  for  often  this  was  a  way  to  insure  marrying  someone  better  educated  who  had  more  earning  potential. 

For  those  who  attend  the  series  during  their  lunch  hour.  Pam  Jolicoeur.  sociology  professor,  feels  "it  is  a  good  occasion  for  women  on  campus  to  come  together;  it  became  a  support  group 
for  the  students."  For  Diane  Broadway,  one  of  the  CLC  librarians,  it  has  "really  helped  me  to  see  the  variety  of  attitudes  of  women  and  the  relationships  to  others.  When  I  meet  the  student 
again.  I  know  why  she  came  to  this  place  and  I  am  better  able  to  appreciate  her  " 

It  also,  as  Martha  Gutman  points  out.  "demonstrates  the  bravery  of  these  students  who  leave  their  own  countries  to  study  in  a  foreign  country,"  But  mainly,  it  is  the  opportunity  to  share 
information  openly  in  an  atmosphere  of  global  comradery 

In  keeping  with  the  global  awareness  on  campus  for  the  school  year,  the  "Women  Around  the  World"  series  has  quietly  played  its  part  in  bringing  living  conditions,  outstanding  issues  and 
concerns  shared  by  other  women  to  the  students,  faculty,  and  staff  of  the  college  Those  in  regular  attendance  agreed  that  if  is  the  appreciation  of  their  valued  contributions  that  makes  the 
series  special.

A  Lutheran  college  wouldn't  be  a  Luttieran  college  without  music- 

Df  Orville  Dahl.  in  his  ellorts  to  create  California  Lutheran  out  of  the  dust  of  the  Conejo  Valley,  wanted  to  have  a  music  department  that  embraced  the  joy  of  voice  and  the  vibrancy  of  horn.  The 
celebration  of  CLC's  25th  anniversary  was  a  cause  to  celebrate  the  musical  talents  of    its  students  and  the  dream  of  Orville  Dahl 

The  Fall  of  1984  brought  back  the  Pep  Band  Those  crazy  fans  at  football  games  who  delighted  in  hearing  "Swing  fvlarch"  ten  times  before  the  half  —  the  marches,  the  beer  barrel  polkas,  the 
rewritten  70's  rock  hits,  the  trumpet  and  trombone  "Charge."  and  the  ever-enticing  "Striper"  when  things  got  boring  on  the  gridiron  When  the  Kingsmen  were  stuck  on  fourth  down,  ten  yards  to  go 
from  their  own  two  yardline,  "Rocky"  would  call  them  back  into  battle,  to  be  later  serenaded  with  "Hait  the  Kingsmen"  and  "Fightsong"  after  the  touchdown 

Yes.  Pep  Band  provided  that  push,  drive,  and  enthusiasm  for  the  homegames.  And  that  wasn't  all  If  a  song  couldn't  do  the  trick,  a  voice  would  rise  up  from  the  stands  to  cry.  "California  oranges. 
Texas  cactus,  looks  like  your  team  needs  more  practice"  Pep  Band  picked  up  the  nickname.  "California  Lutheran  Verbal  Abuse  Unit"  in  honor  of  its  efforts  to  harass  the  opposing  team.  More  than 
once  it  hammered  defeat  to  the  Kingsmen's  foe 

On  a  quieter,  if  more  reserved  note,  the  Concert  Band  gave  an  air  of  regal  splendor  to  the  events  of  the  year  The  workhorse  of  the  bands.  Concert  Band  performed  for  Homecoming,  Fall  Visitation 
Day.  the  Christmas  Program.  Scandinavian  Day,  and  Graduation  With  songs  like  "Mystics  of  the  Noble  Shrine,"  "Incantation  and  Dance,"  and  "Variants  on  a  Medieval  Tune."  the  Concert  Band 
represented  the  refined  aspects  of  instrumental  playing  at  the  college 

Orchestra  celebrated  with  gusto  the  300th  birthday  of  J.S  Bach  by  playing  his  "Fuge"  and  "The  Marriage  of  Figarro",  "Sheep  May  Safely  Graze"  and  Beethoven's  "Eighth  Symphony"  also  graced 
the  repertoire  of  the  orchestra  under  the  direction  of  Elmer  Ramsey.  The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  dedication  of  the  Preus-Brandt  Forum  and  its  new  grand  piano,  played  by  Dorothy  Schechter. 
Orchestra  went  on  tour  separately  from  choir  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Music  Department,  but  that  didn't  stop  them  from  pleasing  audiences  all  over  the  Pacific  Southwest  The  culmination  of 
the  year  was  the  production  of  "West  Side  Story"  with  the  Drama  Department  It  marks  a  statement  of  solidarity  in  the  Arts  at  California  Lutheran,  and  the  benefits  that  can  be  shared  by  cooperating 
with  each  other  on  artistic  expression  were  plain  for  all  to  see 

Jazz  Band  —  the  "other"  band  this  year  that  made  its  appearance  after  a  leave  of  absence  from  the  Music  Department,  came  in  like  gangbusters  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Daniel  Geeting,  who  also 
led  the  Pep  Band  and  the  Concert  Band 

Jazz  Band  had  to  compete  with  the  croaking  of  Kingsmen  Creek  frogs,  but  that  wasn't  much  of  a  problem  with  songs  like  "Curly,"  "Sing,  Sing,  Sing,"  "Strike  Up  the  Band,"  "Georgia,"  and  "It  Could 
Happen  to  You" 

The  scream  of  trumpets,  the  honking  of  saxes,  the  beat  of  percussion,  and  the  punch  of  trombones  pumped  new  blood  into  the  veins  of  music  students  and  audiences  alike.  An  Ec/roarticle  described 
a  Jazz  Band  Concert  in  the  Cafe  de  Lil  like  this    "Cafeteria  Crowd  devours  Jazz  "  Jazz  Band  played  at  the  Beverly  Wilshire  Hotel  for  the  Tom  Landry  Award  Banquet 

The  other  half  of  the  Music  Department  are  the  choirs  under  the  direction  of  Dr  James  Fritschell  The  collection  of  voices  produced  a  sound  not  heard  in  years  past,  a  sound  that  reflected  "renewed 
growth  and  artistic  expression"  according  to  one  captivated  observer.  The  glory  of  God  could  be  felt  through  the  voices  of  Concert  Choir:  "Agnus  Dei,"  "Sing  with  life,"  "Turn  Ye,"  "Hands  Cannot 
Hold,"  "Child  of  God,"  and  "Make  a  Joyful  Noise"  displayed  that  praise  and  purpose  through  the  selections 

Concert  Choir  went  on  tour  throughout  the  Pacific  Southwest  to  places  like  Long  Beach,  Los  Angeles,  Las  Vegas,  Phoenix,  San  Diego,  and  Tucson  The  busrides,  the  infamous  "Idiot's  Apron."  the 
smorgasbords,  and  the  captivated  audiences  made  tour  memorable 

Perhaps  the  greatest  event  of  the  year,  certainly  the  climactics  one.  was  the  celebration  of  California  Lutheran  College's  25th  anniversary  at  the  Dorothy  Chandler  Pavillion  in  February.  The  college 
community  united  in  song  with  guest  conductor  Norman  Dello  Joio  —  a  participant  in  the  first  Pulitzer  Prize  winner  Symposium  held  at  the  college-to  make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  Lord 

Members  of  the  music  programs  throughout  the  college  take  their  lead  from  the  strongest  supporters,  a  litany  of  remembrance  and  thanks:  Dr  Carl  B  Swanson,  Professor  Elmer  Ramsey,  Dr.  Dorothy 
Schechter.  Dr    James  Fritschell.  Dr    Daniel  Geeting.  Vera  Daehlin,  Jean  Kramer,  and  all  the  private  teachers  and  assistants  who  make  the  old  Pederson  Ranch  House  hum  with  activity 

Our  task  was  eased  and  our  performance  improved  also  also  by  the  alumni  who  still  participate  in  events  when  called  upon,  the  Community  Leaders  Club,  the  donors  of  three  grand  pianos,  the 
support  of  the  faculty  and  administration  of  the  college  who  helped  in  the  purchase  of  new  instruments,  and  the  students  and  audiences  who  heard  us  and  gave  meaning  to  what  we  did  as  musicians.

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A  moment  of  desperation  for  Tracy  Downs 
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They  soared  like  eagles  for  the  first  half  of 
the  season  only  to  be  shot  down  by  tough 
opponents  and  key  injuries  as  the  season 
canne  to  a  conclusion. 

The  highlight  was  a  gutty  13-7  win  over 
nationally  ranked  University  of  Santa  Clara 
in  a  hard-hitting  home  game.  That  pushed 
CLC  to  a  giddy  4-1-1  record  and  national 
recognition,  but  like  "Picket's  Charge"  it 
marked  a  high  water  mark,  and  was  pro- 
logue to  later  disappointments. 

/The  following  week  the  Kingsmen  had 
their  turn  at  being  upset,  as  a  large  and 
enthusiastic  Homecoming  crowd  was  emo- 
tionally drained  when,  in  the  waning  seconds 
of  the  game,  a  Tom  Bond's  pass  fell  to  the 
turf  and  left  CLC  on  the  short  end  of  a  17-15 
tally  vs.  Cal  State  University,  Northridge. 

Bond's  rallied  the  team  the  following  week 
to  a  dazzling  finish  over  Western  State  Colo- 
rado, as  he  hit  end  Greg  Harris  with  a  touch- 
down pass,  with  007  reading  on  the  clock, 
ensuring  a  23-19  victory. 

That    win,    coupled    with    strong    perfor- 
mances over  Cal  State  University  at  San 
Francisco  (38-13),  a  21-13  road  win  at  St. 
Mary's  College,  and  a  30-3  romp  over  the 
University  of  San  Diego,  assured  CLC  of  its 
20th  winning  season  in  23  years. 
Even  the  magnificent  kicking  of  seniors  Bill  Turner 
and  Joe  Haynoski,  and  the  All-American  leadership  of 
linebacker  Rick  Prell  were  not  enough  at  the  end.  CLC 
scored  but  10  points  in  its  last  two  games  to  finish  with 
a  5-4-1  mark,  absorbing  losses  to  both  Azusa  Pacific 
University  and  Cal  Poly  San  Luis  Obispo.  CLC  failed  to 
score  in  losses  to  University  of  California,  Davis  (0-13) 
and  the  Mustangs  of  Cal  Poly. 

It  was  a  very  young  Kingsmen  team  especially  on 
offense,  where  lone  seniors  Derek  Treichelt  and  Andy 
Levy  steadied  the  line.  Joe  Fuca  had  brilliant  moments, 
as  did  running  back  Leo  Briones,  but  cohesion  was  a 
missing  ingredient. 

Mark  Cote  and  Greg  Smith  proved  valuable  in  keep- 
ing the  defense  intact,  but  often  they  were  on  the  field 
too  long  and  too  frequently  in  key  games.  Earl  Bentan- 
court  and  Chris  Heintz  also  turned  in  strong  perfor- 
mances. 

Bill  Turner  joined  Prell  as  an  All-American  and  be- 
came the  only  punter  in  collegiate  history  to  amass 
10,000  yards  in  four  years. 

CLC  averaged  only  16  points  per  game.  Greg  De- 
Gennaro  was  the  quarterback  leader  for  much  of  the 
year,  but  suffered  from  spotty  protection.  Bonds  was 
the  hero  in  three  key  wins,  but  showed  a  trace  of  mor- 
tality with  twelve  interceptions.  Only  Briones  could  mus- 
ter over  four  yards  per  carry  with  4.5  and  250  yards. 
Key  injuries  hurt  Steve  James,  Noel  Hicks,  Robert  Marti, 
Joe  Fuca  and  Eddie  Gran,  all  on  offense,  and  subse- 
quently hurt  the  rhythm  of  the  team. 

1984  was  the  toughest  schedule  in  CLC  history.  It 
also  marked  a  move  to  NAIA  Division  I  status  and 
acceptance  in  the  Western  Football  Conference  of  the 
NCAA  Division  II.  It  was  a  proud  but  battered  bird  at  the 
end  who  opined,  like  Johnathon  Livingston,  that  the 
bird  that  flies  the  highest  sees  the  farthest  . . .  but  falls 
the  farthest  too.  -Robert  Shoup

The  District  capped  an  extraordinary  season  which 
saw  the  Kingsmen  go  4-0  in  dual  meet  competition, 
win  the  Bakersfield  Invitational  and  place  second  in 
both  the  Las  Vegas  and  Biola  Invitationals. 

CLC  easily  outdistanced  Azusa  Pacific  and  Point 
Loma  with  an  impressive  36  points.  Earning  All-dis- 
trict honors  were;  Art  Castle  (2nd),  Chris  Spitz  (3rd), 
Mike  Smith  (7th),  and  Dave  Maxwell  (8th).

They  Waited  Till  Play-Offs 


The  Kingsmen  Basketball  team  is 
now  a  memory  but  it  is  not  forgot- 
ten. Under  the  guidance  of  second 
year  coach  Ed  Anderson  and  first 
year  coach  Larry  Lopez  the  Kings- 
men  faced  one  of  their  toughest 
schedules  ever  with  eight  Division  II 
teams  on  their  33  game  schedule. 

A  mid-December  trip  took  the 
Kingsmen  cagers  to  Hawaii  for  a 
four  game  stint  against  such  small 
school  powerhouses  as  Chaminade 
and  Hawaii  Pacific  as  well  as  a  tour- 
nament at  BYU-Hawaii.  The  Kings- 
men  returned  to  league  action  in 
January  with  high  hopes  and  a 
tough  pre-season  behind  them. 

The  league  season  started  off 
right  with  a  52-50  victory  over  highly 
regarded  Pt.  Loma.  After  this  win 
the  Kingsmen  went  through  a  rough 
slump  dropping  many  games  they 
were  capable  of  winning.  The  Kings- 
men  ended  the  regular  season  with 


a  8-24  record  still  managing  to 
make  the  play-offs. 

First  round  opponents,  Biola  (rat- 
ed in  the  top  10  nationally),  had 
their  hands  full  with  the  "under- 
dogs". The  Kingsmen  held  a  7  point 
lead  at  half  time  but  were  finally 
worn  down  by  Biola's  size  and 
speed  as  they  lost  their  first  round 
playoff  game.

Despite  the  record  there  were 
many  bright  spots.

Another 
sprinter  on  the  team  is  freshman  Christi 
Grihalva.  Her  contributions  helped  pace 
the  tracksters.  Freshman  Lori  Zackula 
and  Sue  Tewksbury  added  depth  to  the 
middle  distances.  Their  specialties  are  the 
800m  and  4x400m  relay.  Another  sopho- 
more. Garnet  Kim  contributed  with  her 
talents  in  the  javelin,  long  jump  and 
sprints. 

Lack  of  numbers  hurt  the  Regals  in  the 
field  events.  Many  times  sprinters  had  to 
double  and  compete  in  the  field  events.

Beginning  the  season  with  14  new  faces,  the  Kingsmen 
Nine  had  high  hopes  of  achieving  another  one  of  their 
successful  seasons.  Reaching  the  playoffs  was  the  prinnary 
goal,  which  they  nnet,  connpleting  the  sixth  straight  year 
CLC  has  nnade  the  NAIA  District  III  Playoffs. 

Despite  an  early  ankle  injury  that  benched  Mitchell  Ennis 
for  the  season,  '84  catcher  standout  Fred  Perez  came  in 
and  did  the  trick  at  third  base,  finishing  his  senior  year  with 
an  awesome  .407  batting  average,  placing  him  fifth  in  the 
league. 

Reliever  Dave  Muhlethaler  led  the  attack  from  the 
mound  hurling  four  wins,  eight  saves,  an  amazing  0.87 
ERA  and  best  in  the  league  record.  He  chalked  up  48 
strikeouts  against  9  walks  in  his  41.2  innings  of  work. 

Batting  a  .358  from  both  sides  of  the  plate,  catcher 
Todd  Dewey  helped  lead  the  team  to  its  romping  start, 
finishing  his  last  year  with  12  home  runs,  tying  him  at  best 
in  the  district  standings  and  a  third-place  spot  for  44  RBI's. 

Designated  hitter  Bob  Ginther  had  another  extremely 
successful  year,  coming  up  with  13  doubles,  3  triples,  38 
RBI's,  all  while  batting  a  strong  .406.  His  doubles  left  him 
at  the  number  3  spot  in  district  standings,  while  his  triples 
let  him  tie  at  second  and  RBI's  tie  at  sixth  place.  At 
shortstop,  sophomore  Greg  Nocero  played  well  defensive- 
ly while  batting  1 1  doubles  and  36  RBI's.

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Living  For  Lord  Of  Life 


Vitality  and  enthusiasm  prospered  in  the  hearts  and  nninds  of  this  year's  Lord  of  Life  Council  Members.  The  members 
of  the  Church  Council  —  Jim  Lapp,  chairman  of  the  Council;  Jodi  Moore;  Hanada  Nidjim;  Leslie  Simmen;  Doug  McGaw; 
Dennis  Robbins;  Bill  Crabtree,  chairman  of  social  ministries;  Grant  Christenson,  chairman  of  worship;  Noriko  Suzuki, 
Japanese  Representative,  and  Caria  Masters,  RASC  commissioner  performed,  oversaw,  and  cared  for  the  life  of  the 
congregation  with  concern  and  love  in  all  of  its  areas. 

One  way  of  expressing  that  Christian  love  was  through  the  Social  Ministries  Program.  The  Social  Ministries  Group  is  a 
coalition  of  people  who  want  to  make  a  difference  in  a  hurting  world.  "There  are  four  main  areas  this  group  concentrates 
on,"  explained  Bill  Crabtree.  The  Los  Nifios  Weekend,  when  students  visit  orphanages,  jails,  and  ghettos  in  Tijuana  to 
provide  food  for  the  people  and  gain  an  awareness  to  the  situations  of  other  people  is  one.  The  Meals-on-Wheels 
Program  is  another  aspect  to  the  Social  Ministries.  The  students  pick  up  food  and  deliver  it  to  the  elderly  and  disabled. 
The  Social  Ministries  Program  is  also  responsible  for  the  Loose-change  Fellowship.  Students  voluntarily  collected  loose 
change  in  soda  cans  to  support 
hunger  alleviation  programs.  The 
fourth  area  of  this  group  is  the  spon- 
soring of  six  Third  World  children. 
Each  month  a  different  dorm  room 
took  on  the  joy  and  responsibility  of 
supporting  a  child. 

The  Church  Council  also  provided 
singing,  talking,  and  support  for  the 
congregation  through  Small  Group 
Ministry.  There  were  about  six 
groups  this  year  of  about  seven  or 
eight  people  in  each.  The  groups 
met  once  a  week,  where  they  ob- 
served, interpreted,  and  applied 
what  they  learned.  The  emphasis 
was  on  applying  the  scripture  to  real 
life. 

The  Lord  of  Life  Worship  Services 
are  planned  by  the  Council,  as  well 
as  the  pastors.  There  was  a  lot  of 
student  participation  in  this  area, 
which  was  vital,  beautiful,  and  em- 
powering for  the  congregation.  The 
Worship  services  were  held  every 
Sunday,  whether  in  CLC's  gym  or  in 
Kingsmen  Park,  weather  permitting. 

Brand  new  this  school  year  was 
the  Stephens  Ministries.  This  pro- 
gram beholds  a  lay  caring  ministry. 
It  teaches  lay  people  how  to  do  pas- 
toral care;  how  to  listen,  support 
and  care  for  people,  using  a  combi- 
nation of  listening  and  theological 
techniques.  When  someone  goes 
through  a  struggle  and  needs  sup- 
port, they  are  paired  with  a  Ste- 
phens Minister  and  together  they  at- 
tempt to  deal  with  the  problems  at 
hand.  Presently,  fifty  students  are 
involved  in  this  program,  with  CLC 
being  the  only  campus  in  the  nation 
where  the  pastoral  skills  are  imple- 
mented. 

New,  exciting,  and  supportive 
ministry  programs  flourished  this 
year  due  to  the  devoted  and  caring 
Church  Council;  campus  pastor, 
Gerry  Swanson;  and  Intern,  Steve 
Awbrey.

"A  real  live  radio  station?!"  One  can  just  imagine  the  reaction  of  a 
wide-eyed,  eager  freshman  upon  being  told  that  CLC  is  the  proud  owner 
of  KRCL,  a  progressive,  contemporary  music  station  airing  19  hours  a 
day.  Obviously,  the  enthusiasm  of  this  imaginary  freshman  is  contagious, 
because  KRCL  has  never  been  so  successful  as  it  has  been  this  year:  52 
D.J.'s,  several  music  directors,  and  one  full-time  manager,  who  teaches 
two  classes  a  week  as  well  as  handles  the  business  part  of  the  station. 

Lisa  Gaeta,  a  graduate  student  at  CLC  is  the  general  manager  after 
starting  out  as  a  D.J.  herself  3  years  ago.  An  Italian  brunette,  her  fiery 
disposition  keeps  the  station  running  efficiently  and  professionally,  but 
allows  time  for  fun  and  originality.  George  Flora,  a  day-time  D.J.,  agrees 
"The  format  is  strict  enough  to  keep  52  D.J.'s  in  line,  but  the  jocks  aren't 
limited  in  what  music  they  choose." 

This  is  true,  except  for  KRCL  is  a  progressive  station,  one  of  the  very 
few  in  California.  This  means  that  the  jocks  are  required  to  play  a  certain 
amount  of  brand-new  songs  every  hour.  One  can  hear  bands  such  as 
Bronsky  BeatUom  England;  also,  fresh  cuts  from  better  known  groups 
such  as  Culture  Club.  The  same  holds  true  for  the  all  Christian  Sunday 
format. 

While  KRCL  is  cranking  out  the  hits  of  the  not  too  distant  future,  there 
is  something  else  going  on  in  the  station  that  sets  it  apart  from  the  others 
in  the  area.  It's  educational!  Students  start  as  D.J.'s,  while  some  go  into 
management  of  the  station.  The  students  are  gaining  valuable  exper- 
ience that  can  be  used  in  a  variety  of  careers,  not  just  radio.  "Anyone 
can  benefit  from  public  speaking,  and  dee-jaying  is  a  form  of  public 
speaking,"  says  a  religion  major,  who  is  a  D.J.  in  his  spare  time. 

KRCL  has  had  its  down  times  though,  having  to  replace  $10,000 
worth  of  stolen  equipment;  dealing  with  intermittent  problems  of  irre- 
sponsibility by  establishing  a  professional  atmosphere  at  the  station;  and 
coping  with  the  ever-present  problem  of  insufficient  funds.  To  supple- 
ment its  income,  KRCL  sponsored  a  calendar  sale.  The  Men  of  CLC 
Calendar  was  a  big  success  and  KRCL  is  looking  forward  to  continuing 
the  tradition. 

Community  support  has  been  quite  good,  with  public  service  an- 
nouncements airing  frequently.  Gaeta  feels  that  the  station  should  be 
service  oriented  and  is  pleased  with  the  community  reaction.  The  D.J.'s 
enjoy  it  too,  as  it  can  get  lonely  in  that  booth!  So,  now  that  KRCL  is  back 
on  the  right,  turn  your  dial  to  101.5  FM,  KRCL,  Rock  of  the  Oaks.

Echo  Survives  A  Tough  Year

If  the  Echo  had  a  theme  during  the  1984-85 
year  it  was  undoubtedly  "out  with  old  and  in 
with  the  new."  Among  the  many  changes  seen 
was  the  retirement  of  Editor-in-Chief  Ron  Dur- 
bin  at  mid-year.  After  one  and  a  half  years  at 
the  helm,  Durbin  opted  to  enjoy  the  three  AP 
first  class  ratings  the  Echo  received  under  his 
direction  and  his  final  semester  in  college  with 
some  good  friends  and  good  times. 

The  Spring  Term  brought  four  editorial 
changes  to  the  staff  box.  The  vacated  Editor- 
in-Chief  position  was  assumed  jointly  by 
Sports  Editor  Mario  Rodriguez  and  David  Whi- 
te.The  Sports  Section  also  saw  a  complete 
overhaul  as  Brian  Underwood  and  Debbie 
Henderson  took  over  for  Rodriguez. 

Dealt  a  hand  of  inexperience,  the  "Rodri- 
guez/White regime"  built  a  strong  staff  during 
the  second  semester  with  three  freshman  and 
three  junior  editors.  With  a  talented  contingent 
of  leaders  and  an  outstanding  field  of  staffw- 
riters,  the  Echo  surprised  the  campus  with 
their  March  1  edition,  which  was  exhibited  in 
broad  sheet  style.  Greeted  with  overwhelming 
praise,  the  old  tabular  format  quickly  became 
a  distant  memory  after  four  and  a  half  years  of 
service. 

As  tradition  would  have  it,  the  newspaper  hit 
its  annual  financial  problems,  which  was  about 
the  only  thing  that  didn't  change  during  the 
25th  Anniversary  Celebration.  The  change 
over  to  the  broad  sheet  combined  with  sup- 
port from  the  administration  saved  the  ailing 
weekly  and  publication  continued  to  the  tune 
of  ten  issues  for  the  semester. 

Another  first  for  the  Echo  was  experienced 
by  five  members  of  the  editorial  staff,  who 
attended  the  California  Intercollegiate  Press 
Association  conference  during  the  weekend  of 
March  22-24.  The  annual  event  hosted  this 
year  by  the  City  on  the  /-//// newspaper  staff  of 
UC  Santa  Cruz  includes  write-in  and  on-the- 
spot  competition  in  areas  of  photography,  lay- 
out, writing,  design  and  cartooning.  Freshman 
Lori  Hansen,  a  last  minute  addition  to  the  trip, 
was  the  sole  winner,  collecting  a  third  place  in 
ad  design. 

Dr.  Gordon  Cheesewright,  adviser  to  the 
Ec/7o  felt  the  year,  "started  strong  and  com- 
petent and  ended  with  the  potential  for  excel- 
lence." Praised  all  year  long  for  its  excellent 
coverage  of  the  campus,  the  newspaper  ex- 
perimented during  the  second  semester  with  a 
fixed  new  staff  opposed  to  the  traditional  con- 
tributions of  the  one  unit  News  Reporting 
Class.  "The  writing  was  excellent  during  the 
second  semester.  With  the  staff  we  have  re- 
turning next  year,  we  have  an  outstanding 
chance  to  be  an  Ail-American  or  even  Pace- 
maker candidate,"  Rodriguez  stated.
